RE: Informal Conference of October 18, 2016 

On October 12, 2016, Columbia Gas of Kentucky, Inc. ("Columbia") filed a motion 
for an informal conference ("IC") and to hold the deadline for rebuttal testimony in 
abeyance. By Order entered October 17, 2016, Columbia's motion for an IC was 
granted and Columbia's motion to hold the deadline for filing rebuttal testimony was 
denied. The requested IC was held on October 18, 2016, at the Commission's offices in 
Frankfort, Kentucky. A list of the attendees is attached hereto. 

During the IC, Columbia provided Commission Staff ("Staff') with a confidential 
copy of a draft stipulation and recommendation and provided an overview which Staff 
had the opportunity to inquire as to any of the provisions therein. Columbia stated that 
all parties to the proceeding had tentatively agreed with the terms of the stipulation and 
recommendation . Following this discussion, the confidential copy of the draft stipulation 
and recommendation was collected and returned to Columbia. 

A representative of the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by 
and through his Office of Rate Intervention, observed that in light of the agreement 
tentatively reached by the parties, it would save ratepayers money if Columbia did not 
have to file rebuttal testimony. In response, Staff referenced the October 17, 2016 
Order in this matter, which denied Columbia's motion to hold the rebuttal testimony in 
abeyance. Next, the parties discussed the possibility of having their respective 
witnesses excused from attending and testifying at the hearing scheduled to begin in 
this matter on November 1, 2016, based on the parties having reached an agreement. 
Staff stated that the Commission would be informed of the parties' requests and that the 
decision to excuse any witnesses would be made by the Commission. 

There being no further business, the informal conference was adjourned.
